REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims in 
this application have been allowed because the prior art, alone or in combination, does 
not disclose an identifying apparatus to identify objects having electronic identification 
devices (EID), the identifying apparatus including: multiple EID reading means, 
positioned in a spaced apart relationship defining multiple pathways through which the 
objects can pass in a single file and wherein each EID reading means reads any EID 
passing through any one of the multiple pathways; and computing means which records 
each EID only once irrespective of the number of times an EID is read by any one of 
the multiple EID reading means.
